“The fact that only one m an in many 
Is a pu rchaser, or prospectiv e pu rchas­ 
er, of an au tomobile, giv es the adv er­ 
tising man in the au tomobile or au to­ 
mobile tire bu siness a v ery consider­ 
able problem to work ou t. 
“To reach the present owner of a 
machine is not so v ery difficu lt, in the 
cou rse of regu lar adv ertising or by 
circu lar m atter. 
“The im mense factor the adv ertising 
man mu st reckon with is the v ast u n­ 
known qu antity —the man who has not 
bou ght a car, bu t who is going to bu y . 
His name is legion and he liv es ev ery ­ 
where. He may be in a bank or on a 
farm, bu t his name and address are 
not known.

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In the last h*sson we left Elijah in 
humb le, patient, persev ering, b eliev ing 
prayer on the top of Carmel, down 
upon the earth with his face b etween 
his knees, commanding his serv ant to 
go again and again, ev en sev en times, 
until he should see some indication of 
the promised rain. 
At the sev enth 
time the serv ant saw a little cloud like 
a man’s hand, and soon the heav en 
was b lack with clouds and wind, and 
there was a great rain. 
How sugges­ 
tiv e the little cloud was of the man’s 
hand that was taking hold of God in 
prayer! 
How great the contrast b etween 
Ahab eating and drinking, enjoying 
himself, thinking more of horses and 
mules than of perishing people (xv iii. 
5» , and the man of God caring only for 
the glory of the liv ing and true God, 
whom he represented! Since the Lord 
said to Elijah when He sent him to 
meet A hah, “ I will send rain upon 
the earth” txv iii, 1), why should Elijah 
need to pray so earnestly for it? This 
is perplexing to many, b ut it is His 
way. 
Concerning His great promises 
to Israel in the future He says, ‘*1 
will yet for this b e inquired of b y the 
house of Israel to do it for them" 
(Kzek. xxxv i. 37). 
The question should search us, Hav e 
we anything of the zeal for God and 
persev ering prayer that Elijah had? 
When Ahab reached home and told 
Jezab el all that Elijah had done she 
was angry indeed and sent a mes­ 
senger to him with a threat that she 
would hav e his life within twenty- 
four hours. 
Now comes the strange 
part of the story in the seemingly sad 
fact that the man of God who feared 
not Ahab nor all the prophets of Baal 
should flee for his life at the threat of 
this wicked woman when it seemed 
that he was needed so much just at 
that time to lead the people b ack to 
the God wMio had answered b y fire. 
By a look In the wrong direction he 
seemed to lose his hold on God. Like 
Peter, when he saw the wind b oister­ 
ous, he b egan to sink (Matt, xiv , 30). j 
If we would b e estab lished we must 
always see the Lord alone and re- j 
memb er if God b e for us who can b e 
against us. 
As he sat under a Juniper tree far 
away in the wilderness he realized that 
he was no b etter than others and not 
worthy to liv e. 
The conflict was too 
sev ere, and he would fain b e at rest. 
He was a man just as weak as any of 
us and strong only in the Lord. The 
Lord, who is always full of compas­ 
sion, had not forsaken His weary and 
discouraged serv ant, and as he lay and 
slept one of those b lessed ministering 


spirits (Ileb . i, 14) prepared something 
for him to eat and drink and awaked 
him that he might b e refreshed with 
food as well as sleep. 
Again lit? slept, 
and again he was awaked to partake of 
more food, in the strength of which he 
went forty days and forty nights unto 
Horeh, the mount of God (v erse 8). 
There he lodged in a cav e, and the 
same Lord who cared for him at Che- 
rlth and Zarephath must hav e cared for 
him at Horeb , b ut what were his medi­ 
tations? Did he think of him to whom 
the Lord here appeared in the b ush 
that b urned, b ut was not consumed, 
and who here fasted forty days on two 
different occasions? 
Did he think of 
the thunders and lightnings and quak­ 
ing of the mount at the giv ing of the 
law (Ex. iil and xix), and did he long 
for some manifestation of God? Could 
he forget the answers from heav en 
on Carmel so recently? 
But many 
days or ev en weeks had passed since 
then, and he had not b een in full fel­ 
lowship. 
It is a sad thing to lose in 
any way or for any length of time the 
conscious fellowship with God which 
is our priv ilege. 
Well, in due time the word of the 
Lord came to him with the question, 
“What 
doest 
thou 
here, 
Elijah?” 
(Verses 0, 13.) 
His answer each time 
was that he had b een v ery jealous for 
the Lord God of hosts and that he was 
the only prophet left and they were 
seeking his life (v erses 10, 14). 
After his first reply he was told to 
go forth and stand upon the mount 
b efore the Lord. 
Then came a great 
wind which rent the mountains and 
b roke in pieces the rocks b efore the 
Lord, then an earthquake and then a 
Are, b ut it was not until after the 
fire there came a still small v oice that 
Elijah 
heard 
the 
second question, 
“What doest thou here?” 
After all 
that he had just seen and experienced 
his answer is the same, and he is still 
occupied with himself and his zeal for 
God and his importance to God. 
He was a man of mighty deeds and 
ev idently thought that only in some 
mighty way could Israel he cleansed 
from her idolatry. 
God has a way 
so different from our way ofttimes 
(Isa. lv , 8, Oi, and it b ecomes us 
to hear and heed His v oice, “I will 
work, and who shall hinder it?” 
(Isa. 
xiiii, 13.) 
How suggestiv e and search­ 
ing his commission now as well as 
the twice repeated “What doest thou 
here?” “Go, return, anoint Elisha to 
b e prophet in thy room; I hav e left Me 
sev en thousand in Israel” (xv , IS). 
Let us nev er think that we are the 
only helpers the Lord has nor that we 
are all important to Him, lest He set 
is aside and appoint another.

ernment of Cities That So Elect by a 


Board of Five Commissioners Up on 


Whom Shall Rest Powsrs at Present 


Possessed by the Several Board s and 


Ad ministrative Officers of Cities. 


Indianapolis, Feb . 17.—The purpose 
of a b ill introduced in the senate b y 
Senator Harlan of Marion county, at 
the request of some of the memb ers ot 
the Commercial club is the priv ilege 
of any city to adopt a commission 
form of gov ernment if it so desires. 
The commission plan in b rief is that 
a city shall b e gov erned b y a b oard of 
fiv e commissioners, elected without re­ 
gard to party ticket. 
This commls- 
aion, according to the terms of the b ill, 
should possess all the powers now 
possessed or hereafter conferred on 
the mayor, 
city council, 
b oard of 
works, park commissioners, b oard of 
police, or fire commissioners, water 
works b oard, city solicitor, treasurer, 
engineer or other administrativ e offi­ 
cer’s of such city. 
The recall of any electiv e officer at 
an « lection petitioned for b y 25 per 
cent of the v oters is prov ided for, this 
prov ision b eing almost identical with 
the Shiv ely recall hill which failed in 
the senate a few days ago. 
The sub ­ 
mission to the people of ordinances 
granting franchises is prov ided for, 
and all ordinances except those appro­ 
priating less than $200 must b e sub ­ 
mitted to the people If within ten days 
25 per cent of the v oters petition for 
such sub mission. 
The initiativ e of 
franchise ordinances also is prov ided 
for, this prov ision b eing the same as 
that included in the Grub e referen­ 
dum b ill which passed the senate, af­ 
ter a hitter fight, on it. 


Doing s in the Senate. 


The Green well cold storage b ill was 
passed b y the senate. 
The b ill re­ 
quires all food products placed in cold 
storage to b e marked, stamped and 
tagged with the date of their receipt 
and the date of b eing remov ed, and 
limits the time of storage to nine 
months. 
The senate took a turn at salary 
raising and passed b ills b oosting the 
salaries of sev eral Marion county offi­ 
cials, and also of the state fish and 
game commissioner. 
Senator Long’s 
b ill prov iding for the b uilding of grav el 
or other improv ed roads on petition 
of the trustee of a township failed b y 
a v ote of 16 to 25. 
The senate passed the Hib b erd b ill, 
making it unlawful to kill quails, pral- 
j 
rie chickens and pheasants for a pe- , 
riod of fiv e years, b ut after some ex­ 
citement, during 
which 
there 
was 
great activ ity on the part of those in­ 
terested in the department of fisheries 
and g a me, the b ill was reconsidered 
b y a close v ote. 
It was said that the 
b ill would greatly cripple, in fact prac­ 
tically wipe out that department, as 
the rev enues from hunters’ licenses is 
ab out $40,000 a year, and with a pro­ 
hib ition on killing quails, few licenses 
would he taken out. 


House Proceed ing s. 


Memb ers of the house clashed again 
ov er the uniform pub lic accounting 
law and after more than ay hour of 
spirited deb ate, stood b y the law and 
William A. Dehority, chief of the b oard 
of accounts, to the extent of accepting 
at its face v alue the report filed b y 
Mr. Dehority sev eral days ago con­ 
cerning the cost of operation of the 
department, the numb er of offices ex­ 
amined, the cost 
thereof and 
the 
amount of money recov ered as a result 
of the examinations. 
By a v ote of 48 
to 46 
the report was receiv ed and 
spread of record in the house for the 
inspection of the memb ers. 
The Keegan b ill, to extend to women 
the right to v ote in municipal elec­ 
tions, caused a lot of agile statesmen 
la the house to duck and sidestep, b ut 
b y a v ote of 45 to 40 the house stood 
against summarily killing the b ill, 
which went to engrossment. 
The Bedgood b ill to prov ide for re­ 
monstrances against pub lic improv e- 
j 
ments in fifth class cities and in towns, 
was adv anced to engrossment b y the 
adoption of a minority report amend­ 
ing the b ill so as to make it possib le 
for 80 per cent of the resident free­ 
holders on a street, sidewalk or alley 
to remonstrate against an Improv e­ 
ment. 
The Wise b ill, which prov ides 
for the reinstatement of a disb arred 
or suspended attorney on a motion 
made in any superior or circuit court, 
or b efore any judge of the appellate j 
court, went to engrossment. This b ill 
Is said to apply to ab out fourteen at­ 
torneys in the state who desire to re- 
j 
open their cases b efore judges outside 
their home counties. 
An effort to limit all deb ate In the 
house hereafter to fiv e minutes to each 
memb er was defeated.

The general b elief here, how­ 
ev er, is that the threatened crisis will 
b e settled without an open b reak b e­ 
tween Russia and China. 
The United States, it was pointed 
o ut, has no direct interest in any of 
the questions in dispute b etween Rus­ 
sia and China. 
While the causes of 
the crisis am not comp’etely known 
here, it is said at the state department 
that there are nine or ten grounds of 
controv ersy b etween the tw’O gov ern­ 
ments. 
The principal contention rais­ 
ed b y Russia is that China has v iolat­ 
ed the treaty of 1881 b y prev enting 
Russian merchants from selling tea 
within the Chinese frontiers, and in 
refusing to admit Russian consuls to 
certain cities.

Failure to comply with any 
point will inv olv e a military demon­ 
stration on the frontier. 


Washington. Feb . 17.—The state de­ 
partment has b een adv ised b y the Rus­ 
sian gov ernment of its intention to 
make a demonstration against China. 
The details of the proposed mov ement 
hav e not b een receiv ed. The Russian 
gov ernment promises to send further 
information on the sub ject to the de­ 
partment as soon as possib le. 
The 
ca uses for the warlike attitude of Rus­ 
sia are only known here in a general 
way. Thus far China has not appealed 
to the United States for assistance 
a g a inst the Russian mov ement. 
The 
a ttitude of Russia has caused some 
surprise !q Washington, as it is felt 
a mo ng the state department officers 
that the Russian gov ernment in taking 
a dv a nta g e 
of the disturb ed Internal 
co nditio ns in China to force an issue 
o v er the alleged stub b orn attitude of 
China in regard to the Russo-Chinese 
questions. 
Among some officials of 
the state department it Is thought that 
it would b e more generous and mag 
nanimous on the part of Russia to de­ 
lay 
a military demonstration 
until 
China has adopted an opportunity to 
stop the famine and plague, which are 
still in a serious stage and are causing 
the officials of the Pekin gov ernment 
much concern.

Wonderful Papyrus Found and Placed 


in the British Museum of Inter­ 
est to the World. 


A remarkable Egyptian papyrus or 
ancient scroll, of absorbing interest, 
not only to philologists and scholars, 
but to the whole world, has recently 
been presented to the nation by Mrs. 
Mary Greenfield, says the London Ex­ 
press, and has now been added to 
the Egyptian collection of the British 
museum. 


GARDEN IN THE WILDERNESS 


Monastery of Silence Successfully Es­ 
tablished in W ild Mountains 


W est of Pekin. 


About a hundred miles west of Pe­ 
kin, not far from the Great W all, is a 
region that la s been described 
as 
looking like a sea struck by a cyclone 
and then made solid. 
It is surrounded 
by mountain ranges, and is reached 
by four or five days’ 
travel 
from 
Pekin over the worst roads known 
In the midst of this wilderness is a 
The papyrus, which, with one ex- 
Trapplst m onastery— in a little valley 
eeption, is the longest in the world, j a quarter of a mile long. 
The who'e 
is described as a magnificent copy of 
the Theban 
Book of the 
Dead, 
to 
which is added a rich collection of in­ 
vocations, addresses and hymns 
to 
Amen-Ra, the great god of Thebes. 
But the mere description 
falls 
far 
short of the suggestive beauty and 
actual contents of the scroll 
Briefly, the papyrus was written for 
Princess Nesi-ta-neb asher, the daugh­ 
ter of the great Queen Nesi-khensu, 
who was at the height of her power 
at some time between 1040 and 1000 
B. C. 
The portion of the papyrus which 
has already been deciphered promises, 
it is said, to indicate, among other 
things: 
(1) 
That the Father and the Son 
of the Christian Trin ity have their 
analogy in the Amen-Ra and Osiris of 
the dwellers 
in ancient 
Egypt— the 
cradle of religions. 
(2) 
That many of 
the 
so called 
new religious cults and theories which 
are being hotly debated at the present 
day, were, in only s lig h jy different 
form, promulgated, weighed and eith­ 
er accepted or rejected by the Egyp* 
ians more than three thousand years 
ago— when the ancient Britons were 
still painting their naked bodies with 
blue woad. 
(3) 
The development of the Idea 
that there w*as a deity, but that he 
held himself completely aloof from 
the doings of men, and that it was 
therefore necessary to create a num 
her of gods who might be invoked and 
propitiated by mankind. 
(4) 
The religious reaction and the 
disposition t"> abandon the worship of 
many gods and to merge the many 
into one or two at most. 
The papyrus, which Is 122 feet long 
and 2OV2 inches wide, appears to be 
rem arkably complete. 
So bold and clear are the black ink 
characters and vignette 
illustrations 
that the papyrus might have been 
written only three days, instead of 
nearly three thousand years ago. 
The privileged few' who have re 
reived an intimation of the contents 
of the new papyrus are hopeful that, 
the authorities will see their way to 
publish a faithful translation of the 
scroll for the benefit of scholars and 
laymen alike. 


domain of the monastery 
is 
nine 
miles long and a mile wide, but only a 
little of this is land that can be cul­ 
tivated. 
The foundation dates back 30 years, 
when a sum of money was given to a 
prelate who had come from China to 
a council at the Vatican.

I nlike so many Christian establish­ 
ments in China this one has had no 
trouble with its neighbors.

that surround them have never mo­ 
lested them.

issue licenses regularly 
to

auctioneers 
of 
these 
fake 
companies, 
giving them the privi­

public at a nominal fee. 
Any town with over 
10,000 blind, Barnumized 
Yankees waiting to be 
buncoed is considered a

are permanent; it is a 
mushroom 
b u s i n e s s 
which springs up over 
night in a cheap store, leased from month to 
month, and stays until trouble occurs or the field 
is worked dry. 
New York city alone demands to be duped 
br no loss than eight practically permanent com- 
y files of this sort, only shifting their positions to 
gfiener fields as the crowds change. 
There are three ways to tell a legitimate auc­ 
tion. 
If the place is permanent and advertises 
sales on certain days, if the goods to be sold 
are catalogued piece for piece, and if there are no 
outside men hired to control the bidding, then 
It is certain that the sale is genuine. 
The fake auction game is played under the 
pseudo patronage of reliability. 
The auctioneer's 
license, issued by the city, is hung conspicuously 
near the door and the goods are claimed to have 
been consigned from private sources or pawn­ 
brokers in nearby cities. 
It is misrepresentation 
from the start. 
As a matter of fact the goods 
were picked up in job lots from novelty houses, 
Jobbers, Japanese stores and regular auction sup­ 
ply firms who handle job lots of trashy stuff 
and are to be found in all the larger cities. 
The 
ivories they handle are made of cheap clay by 
shrewd Japs who have scraped through the shell 
of American bluff and found the flabbiness of the 
flesh beneath. 
These antiques crumble to pieces 
after six months in a heated apartment. 
Practi­ 
cally all the goods handled in these stores are 
made on the same principle and bought at from 
one-fifth to one-fiftieth of w'hat they will bring at 
auction. 
There is nothing criminal in selling at an ex­ 
orbitant profit if the purchaser gets the square 
deal. 
But a fake auction company is primarily a 
ring of cheats never intentionally giving anyone 
a square deal. 
The proprietor is the arch rogue. 
His profit 
depends on selling an article at anywhere from 
fifty to two, three and sometimes five hundred 
dollars. 
The auction does not pay if run for the 
average buyer; it is merely a trap, a "plant,” for 
the occasional “good thing" who happens in and 
is quickly relieved of a large amount of money 
through an elaborate system he never suspects. 
It is a joyless game, played on cut-and-dried 
rules which admit of no freshness or originality. 
The average cast—for they are all actors and 
play the same cheap show every day—is made up 
of one backer, or proprietor, two auctioneers, one 
pretty girl cashier, and from two to ten “shills” 
(the pale-faced people with mushy morals), their 
Lumber depending on the size and situation of 
the «lore. 
The backer usually is a shrewd and unscrupu­ 
lous a an w ho rents a vacant store, fills it with a 
ecuJU ring of cheap, show y articles to attract at­ 
tention and a number of large so-called “works 
at 
-rt;” and “antiques” which, on* inspection, 
jr o 'e to be minors. 
The range runs from foun­ 
tain pens at ten cents to deceptive “ivories,” 
“bronzes" and “paintings by the old masters” that 
bring from fiity to two hundred and fifty dollars, 
and some times more, from the uninitiated. 
The proprietor hires a pretty girl cashier and 
counis her as an additional attraction. 
He gets 
one or tw'o auctioneers—they usually travel in 
pairs, to relieve one another and the public—and 
guarantees them ten per cent, of the sales; which 
commission runs from forty to two hundred dollars 
a week. 
Then the dealer incorporates the backbone of 
whole crooked busineBS—the body of “shill».”

The word “shill,” or “shil- 
llver” In full, is of inde­ 
terminate origin. 
It 
Is 
synonymous 
with 
“cap­ 
per," “booster,” “ringer,” 
“dummy,” “stool,” “stool 
pigeon”

titles for the shabby crea­ 
ture, the human buzzard, 
who picks up his foul liv­ 
ing by r a s c a l i t y and 
roguery in working between the public and some 
swindling game: 
in this case, working among 
those who stop in at the auction and pretending 
to have no connection with the sale, betraying 
a score of people a day after ingratiating himself 
in their good graces through cunning and craft. 
Without these shills no sham auction can ex­ 
ist. Of course in smaller towns only two or three 
can be used, as strangers are more easily noticed 
in such places. 
They are the crooks on whom 
the proprietor relies to pick out unsuspecting vis­ 
itors snared by the bargain lure and jockey them 
Into buying misrepresented articles. 
The shill mixes with the crowd. 
His business 
is to look Just like an Interested buyer and He in 
wg.it for the fly for which the elaborate web was 
spun. 
This individual, for whom the scenery is set 
and the actors dressed, is called In technical slang 
“a rummy." The old three-card monte men chris­ 
tened him “sucker." 
Picture a room 4()Jeet long and 20 feet wide- 
Double doors to the sidewalk are Invitingly open; 
above them hangs an enticing red flag bearing 
the name of what purports to be a legitimate 
auction firm; beneath that, in large letters, are 
the words: 
SALE TODAY. 
Pick out any acquaintance who lives in a small 
town, is fairly prosperous, and has come to the 
n*arby city oflO.OOO to 30,000 population to look* 
around for the day, purchase a present for his» 
wife and some Implements for the farm. 
He has r‘>ad in the papers and magazines ac­ 
counts of book, art and antique auctions and not­ 
ed tho hugh prices brought by rarities. 
When he 
stumbles on to the flagrant flag of the fake auc­ 
tion house ai d looks In at the window', heaped 
with a miscellany of antiques, he is suddenly 
stirred by that pere nnial ionging for a bargain. 
He glances through the door. 
There is a wor­ 
ried auctioneer struggling with eight dull-faced 
people. 
Ho is trying frantically to sell a pair of 
opera glasses. 
“Genuine Lemier, gentlemen; concave and con­ 
vex lenses, put up In this heavy morocco case,” 
the auctioneer cries, "and $2 Is bid 
for them.

Not a tenth of their value.

TOP-WORKING FRUIT TREES 
PROVES QUITE SATISFACTORY 


If Grower Has Undesirable Varieties Grafting: S o lv e s Prob­ 
lem of Getting: Better Kinds Without 
Planting New Orchard. 


(By D. B. W HIPPLE.) 
Top working as a means of estab­ 
lishing a weak growing variety on a 
stronger root system than its own is 
now coming into favor. 
Some varie­ 
ties of apple susceptible to attacks 
of root rots and other diseases, could 
no doubt be successfully grown on 
roots of varieties which are apparent­ 
ly resistant. 
Broken and diseased 
limbs may be saved by grafting and 
progressive fruit growers who desire 
to test new varieties can best do it by 
grafting a few cions 
into 
bearing 
trees. 
Systems of grafting over old trees 
have long been practiced and experi­ 
ence has proven that, 
If 
properly 
done, top-working brings quicker re­ 
turns than the replanting of young 
trees. 
It is not uncommon to see a 
fairly good crop on the three-year-old 
top of a top-w'orked tree. Trees prop­ 
erly worked-over give tops as 
de­ 
sirable and sometimes more so than 
trees of the same variety grown from 
trst-class nursery stock. 
Some years ago the fruit grower 
looked upon the practice of grafting 
as a mysterious art and upon the man 
who went about doing the work as a 
sort of wizard; as a matter of fact, 
it is so simple that any careful or- 
chardist can and should do it him­ 
self. 
All of our common fruit trees 
can be easily grafted or budded. 
In grafting young trees 
in 
the 
field it is probably well to do it as 
early in the life of the tree as pos­ 
sible. 
As soon as a good 
strong 
framework can be secured the tree is 
ready for top-working. 
The small 
size of the stubs make cleft or Inlay 
grafting 
difficult 
and 
kerf-grafting 
(used when the w’ood is very brittle) 
almost out of the question. 
A style of grafting known as whip- 
grafting is well adapted to working 
small stubs of young trees. With this 
method it may be possible to set the 
cions after one year’s growth in the 
field, but it is doubtful whether much 
time will be gained by such practice. 
The cion should be as near the size 
of stub as possible, if anything a lit­ 
tle smaller. The joint should be well 
wrapped with waxed cloth and to be 
doubly sure all air is excluded, may 
be painted over with a warm wax. 
In grafting young trees it is a com­ 
mon prai tiee to remove all of the 
top, piecing cions in those arms one 
wishes to keep. 
It is always well to 
work a few extra stubs as accidents 
may befall some of the c.lons.

season for top-grafting 
the

trees is the same as for old trees. 
Budding Is a simple method of put­ 
ting a new top on young trees. 
While the process of budding is a 
little more delicate 
than 
that 
of 
grafting, the average man can, with a 
little practice, get very satisfactory 
results. 
Buds should be placed as 
soon as the top Is well formed, set­ 
ting one or two In each scaffold limb 
that is to be retained.

inches from the main stem, depending 
on the formation of the head.

that known as Shield-budding. 
The 
position for the bud is chosen with 
reference to the prevailing wind, pro­ 
tection from the sun’s rays, or to 
best form the top of the tree.

most important factor should be to 
determine where the bud should be 
placed. It is well to place the bud on 
the shady side of the stock, if pos­ 
sible. 
A T-shaped incision is made 
in the bark and the corners of the 
bark below the transverse cut raised 
to facilitate starting the bud.

The (’alifornla nat­ 
uralist who made the thorny desert 
cactus fit for man and beast to eat, 
and who produced the well known 
Burbank potato, is a farmer who loved 
his plants and Improved them for hu­ 
manity’s sake. 
The capable men who own and edit 
our farm magazines have been suc­ 
cessful farmers. 
There is more room 
for success on the uncrowded farm 
than anywhere else. 
There are 
fewer 
men 
becoming 
farmers who could not be anything 
and more men starting to farm who 
would not be anything else. 
Another thing needed to keep the 
boy contented is partnership. 
Boys 
who are made to slave for their board, 
clothes and a little spending money 
until they are 21 are the ones who run 
away in the night.
